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THE  EXHIBITION  OF  CHINESE  TREASURES,  1973-74 

AT  THE  ROYAL  ACADEMY 

Following  the  success  of  the  Tutankhamun  Exhibition  at  the  British  Museum 
earlier  this  year,  “The  Times”  and  “The  Sunday  Times”  have  again  been  instru¬ 
mental  in  arranging  another  exhibition  to  delight  our  eyes.  This  time  it  is  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Royal  Academy  and  is  of  treasures  from  the  Peking  Palace  Museum. 
The  exhibition  opens  at  the  Royal  Academy  on  September  29th  and  promises  to 
draw  as  many  crowds  as  that  held  at  the  British  Museum. 

To  commemorate  this  important  exhibition  and  the  ^strengthening  of  cultural 
relations  between  the  People's  Republic  of  China  and  Great  Britain,  MS.  Toye, 
Kenning  and  Spencer  have  produced  a  medal  which  has  been  accepted  as  the  official 
medal  for  the  event.  The  piece  is  designed  by  D.  F.  Payne,  F.R.N.S.,  who  also 
designed  the  medal  for  the  Tutankhamun  exhibition  and  again  we  aie  delighted  to 
be  acting  as  agents  for  distribution. 

The  medal,  illustrated  on  the  front  cover,  bears  on  the  obverse  a  repiesentation 
of  the  “Flying  horse  of  Kansu”,  a  large  bronze  dating  from  the  Han  dynasty  and  an 
inscription  in  Chinese  reading  “The  Chinese  Exhibition,  China  /  Britain  /  Friend¬ 
ship”  The  reverse  depicts  the  facade  of  the  Royal  Academy.

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JOHN  SMEATON,  ENGINEER

A  very  rare  twopenny  token  exists  bearing  on  the  obverse  a  lighthouse  with  the 
legend  “S  view  of  the  Edystone  Light-House  compleated  Ocr  9.  1759  By  J.  Smeaton” 
and  in  the  exergue  “Devonshire  Private  Token”.  On  the  reverse  a  different  lighthouse 
with  the  legend  “View  of  the  high  light  house  on  the  Spurn  Point  compleated 
Ap  7.  1777.”  and  in  the  exergue  “W.  Upcott  des.  May  1801”.  The  obverse  design 
shows  the  third  lighthouse  built  on  the  Eddystone  rock  in  1759  and  the  reverse 
another  of  Smeaton’s  works  at  the  entrance  to  the  Humber  completed  in  1777. 
William  Upcott  born  in  1779  was  a  collector  of  coins,  books,  prints,  autograph  letters 
etc.  He  must  have  amassed  a  valuable  collection  for  at  his  death  in  1845  it  was  sold 
for  upwards  of  £4,000  which  was  a  lot  of  money  in  those  days. 

John  Smeaton  was  born  in  1724  in  the  village  of  Whitkirk,  Yorkshire  and  lived 
the  whole  of  his  life  of  68  years  in  Austhorpe  Lodge,  a  small  house  built  by  his 
grandfather  in  1698  which  unfortunately  was  pulled  down  in  the  early  years  of  this 
century,  otherwise  it  might  have  become  National  Trust  property  as  did  Street 
House,  Wylam  the  birthplace  of  George  Stephenson. 

Smeaton  was  educated  for  the  legal  profession  and  his  rather  who  was  a  successful 
attorney  hoped  that  his  son  would  follow  in  his  steps,  but  the  lad  showed  remarkable 
mechanical  ability  and  his  father  evinced  good  sense  in  allowing  him  to  be  apprenticed 
to  a  scientific  instrument  maker.  He  continued  his  mechanical  studies  and  went  to 
Holland  to  obtain  first  hand  experience  of  the  methods  used  by  Dutch  hydraulic 
engineers.  He  wrote  many  engineering  papers  for  the  Royal  Society,  the  gold  medal 
of  which  he  received  in  1759  for  a  treatise  on  windmills  and  watermills.  He  made  a 
special  study  of  bridges,  canals  and  harbour  construction  and  his  reputation  was 
such  that  he  was  considered  the  only  man  capable  of  replacing  the  Eddystone 
lighthouse  which  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  in  1755.  He  decided  that  the  new  edifice 
should  be  of  stone  despite  the  sneers  of  those  who  persisted  that  no  building  of  stone 
would  stand  on  the  rock. 

When  we  consider  this  lighthouse  or  any  other  we  probably  only  give  thought  to 
the  men  who  before  the  days  of  the  telephone,  wireless  and  television,  dwelt  in  the 
isolation  of  the  storm  beaten  edifice,  cut  oft'  from  the  rest  of  the  world  sometimes  for 
weeks  on  end  when  rough  seas  made  it  impossible  for  a  boat  to  reach  the  rock. 
But  in  the  actual  construction  hundreds  of  men  were  engaged  in  most  hazardous 
tasks  and  had  daily  to  exhibit  the  heroism  of  dangerous  labour.  Smeaton  however 
was  a  man  of  great  physical  courage  and  was  not  content  to  allow  dangerous  work  to 
be  performed  by  subordinates,  and  whenever  the  weather  and  the  tide  permitted 
he  landed  on  the  rock  and  supervised  the  cutting  for  the  foundations  and  the  dove¬ 
tailing  of  huge  blocks  of  stone  weighing  two  tons.  Waves  a  hundred  feet  high  dashed 
over  the  rock  and  on  some  days  the  men  could  work  for  only  an  hour.  After  three 
years  the  lighthouse  was  completed  and  remained  for  120  years  as  strong  as  when 
built.  Later,  it  was  found  that  the  rock  was  being  undermined  by  the  sea  and  a  new 
building  was  necessary,  and,  in  addition,  one  that  would  meet  the  increased  require¬ 
ments  of  the  19th  century.  And  so  Smeaton’s  building  was  taken  down  to  the  level 
of  the  first  living  room  and  rebuilt  on  Plymouth  Hoe.  The  new  lighthouse  was 
completed  in  1882,  130  feet  in  height  against  72  of  Smeaton’s. 

Smeaton  continued  with  his  engineering  works,  he  built  a  number  of  bridges 
including  those  at  Hexham,  Perth  and  Banff  and  constructed  the  Forth  and  Clyde 
Canal.  His  bridge  across  the  Tyne  at  Hexham  collapsed  during  a  severe  flood  in 
1782  and  was  the  only  work  of  the  engineer  that  can  be  classed  as  a  failure.  His 
ten-arched  bridge  over  the  Tay  at  Perth,  900  feet  long  and  22  feet  wide  is  depicted 
on  the  reverse  of  the  Perth  token  issued  by  John  Ferrier,  a  hosier,  in  1797. 
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Smeaton  was  anxious  to  foster  a  code  of  ethics  for  engineers  both  by  practice  and 
precept  that  would  be  a  guarantee  of  professional  integrity.  And  so  in  1771  in  order 
to  make  his  colleagues  aware  of  the  dignity  of  their  calling  and  of  its  social  responsi¬ 
bilities  he  founded  an  engineering  club  which  later  was  named  the  Smeatonian 
Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and  was  the  forerunner  of  the  modern  Institute  of  Civil 
Engineers.  He  died  in  1792  and  in  addition  to  the  lighthouse  on  Plymouth  Hoe, 
another  memorial  exists  on  the  chancel  wall  of  Whitkirk  Church  in  the  form  of  a 
marble  panel  crowned  with  a  model  of  the  Eddystone  lighthouse. 

SOME  FORGERIES  OF  BYZANTINE  GOLD  COINS 

From  the  “BEIRUT”  and  other  “SCHOOLS”

In  the  International  Association  of  Professional  Numismatists’  1965  Paris 
Congress  for  the  study  of,  and  the  defence  against  coin  forgery,  Mr.  Colin  Martin 
stated  that  ways  of  supplying  better  information  on  forgeries  to  collectors  should  be 
considered,  and  that  one  wTay  would  be  a  distribution  of  catalogues  of  forgeries  and 
in  this  way  the  fight  against  the  forger  would  be  more  effective.  It  is  in  keeping  with 
the  sentiments  expressed  during  the  course  of  this  Congress  that  the  following  list 
of  false  Byzantine  gold  is  published. 

These  forgeries  can  most  conveniently  be  referred  to  as  products  of  the  “Beirut 
School”  as  most  of  the  better  reproductions  are  produced  and  distributed  from  that 
city.  Although  of  good  workmanship,  the  reproductions  are  fortunately  now  re¬ 
cognizable  as  such  (if  closely  examined)  by  those  familiar  with  the  series.  Comment 
has  been  kept  to  a  minimum,  as  for  obvious  reasons  it  has  not  been  thought  desirable 
to  elaborate  on  the  criteria  for  distinguishing  the  forgeries  from  regular  Imperial 
issues.  If  in  doubt  it  is  suggested  that  advice  is  sought  from  a  professional  numis¬ 
matist  who  specialises  in  the  Byzantine  series. 

Many  of  the  reproductions  are  several  years  old,  some  c.  1950.  New  issues  are 
usually  produced,  it  would  seem,  at  a  rate  of  one  or  two  a  year.  The  writer’s  collection 
of  reproductions,  although  incomplete  but  including  most  of  the  more  recent  fabri¬ 
cations,  is  usually  available  for  study  at  the  offices  of  Coins  and  Antiquities  Ltd., 
in  Bond  Street. 

All  the  forgeries  are  copies  of  solidi  or  histamena  with  the  exception  of  number 
la  which  is  a  copy  of  a  tremissis. 

Anastasius

right,  holding  shield  with  horseman  device  and  spear  held  transversely 
over  right  shoulder.

Number  1  appears  to  be  a  copy  of  a  Burgundian  imitation  of  a  solidus  of 
Anastasius.  Most  of  the  Beirut  reproductions  are  copies  of  common  coins  as 
these  can  more  easily  be  sold  to  tourists  or  non-specialist  dealers,  and  it  would 
seem  that  it  is  only  in  error  that  a  rare  coin  is  used  as  a  model.  (See  also  numbers 
3,  4  and  19).

Obv.  dn  I vst I  —  nvs  pp  AVI,  helmeted  and  cuirassed  bust  three-quarter  right, 
holding  shield  with  horseman  device  and  spear  held  transversely  over 
right  shoulder. 

Rev.  victori  —  A  AAccc  /  G,  angel  standing  facing,  holding  long  cross  and 
globus  cruciger;  in  field  right,  star;  below,  conob. 

This  coin  along  with  a  forgery  of  Tiberius  II  (number  5  this  list)  was  first 
published  by  P.  D.  Whitting  in  1958  ( N.C .  sixth  series,  vol.  XVIII)  “Two 
Suspected  Byzantine  Forgeries”.  It  was  suggested  there  that  they  might  either 
be  contemporary  forgeries  or  the  work  of  a  modern  forger.  As  the  reverse  die 
of  number  2  is  also  used  for  the  reverse  of  a  recent  (c.  1 968)  forgery  of  Phocas 
(number  6),  there  is  no  doubt  that  shoddy  as  the  workmanship  is  compared  to 
the  usual  standards  of  the  products  of  the  Beirut  school,  they  are  certainly 
modern  forgeries,  possibly  some  of  the  first  efforts  of  the  Beirut  forger.  The  work 
is  so  crude  it  is  unlikely  that  it  wfas  a  copy  of  an  original  coin,  as  would  have  been 
the  case  in  “pressure  casting”  and  it  would  seem  therefore  that  the  coins  were 
produced  from  engraved  dies  (see  note  to  number  13).  A  good  reason  why 
Dr.  Whitting  felt  the  coins  might  have  been  contemporary  forgeries. 

The  weights  of  the  nine  pieces  checked  by  Dr.  Whitting  in  1958  are  between 
3.88  and  4.37  grammes. 

Justin  II

shield  and  small  figure  of  Victory  with  wreath.

I  am  indebted  to  Simon  Bendall  for  first  drawing  my  attention  to  the  recut  die. 
From  this  and  other  evidence  (see  note  to  number  13)  it  would  appear  that  many 
of  the  reproductions  are  produced  by  a  method  of  striking. 

A  specimen  of  number  4  with  a  weight  of  4.18  grammes  was  published  in 
Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular  (April  1969,  p.  131)  as  a  new  lightweight  issue  for 
this  emperor. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  number  3,  an  early  copy  of  a  rare  lightweight  issue, 
is  in  fact  full  weight,  but  that  the  later  recut  die  issue  (number  4)  is  nearer  the 
correct  weight  for  the  exergual  symbol.

Whitting  are  between  3.67  and  4.67  grammes. 

The  reverse  of  number  5  is  also  used  with  the  obverse  of  number  9,  described 
as  number  10.

Unfortunately,  it  was  not  possible  to  acquire  a  specimen  for  illustration. 

There  are  reproductions  of  the  class  I  single  bust  solidus  (among  others)  made 
in  Athens.  The  writer  was  unwilling  at  the  time  (some  years  ago)  to  purchase  a 
specimen  as  the  price  asked  was  too  close  to  the  market  price  for  authentic  pieces. 
However  on  pointing  this  out  a  set  of  dies  was  produced  and  offered  for  sixty 
pounds,  with  the  observations  that  it  would  be  cheaper  to  strike  for  oneself  and 
that  the  dies  were  hand-made  and  of  a  better  quality  than  those  available  in 
the  Middle  East.  From  the  evidence  of  the  Athens  products  this  is  fortunately 
not  the  case,  and  it  has  not  been  thought  worthwhile  to  include  them.

It  is  thought  by  some  that  all  the  Beirut  forgeries  are  produced  by  a  method 
known  as  pressure  casting,  and  it  is  possible  that  die  early  reproductions  of 
Roman  solidi  were  indeed  produced  by  this  method  as  the  detail  is  usually  a 
little  blurred.  (See  Simon  Bendall,  “The  Forgery  of  Ancient  Coins”,  in  the 
year  book  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  1971,  p.  10-14). 
However,  a  specimen  of  number  13  together  with  a  specimen  of  number  17 
were  struck  by  request  for  the  writer  in  a  small  establishment  in  the  Near  East 
from  engraved  rather  than  cast  dies. 

The  process  of  preparing  the  blank  and  striking  taking  about  ten  minutes  a 
coin.  Although  this  is  not  the  source  of  the  Beirut  forgeries,  the  fabric  and  the 
workmanship  is  very  similar  to  some  of  the  pieces  known  to  emanate  from 
Beirut,  and  this  would  lead  one  to  suspect  that  more  of  the  false  Byzantine  gold 
is  “struck”  than  had  previously  been  thought.  It  is  probable  that  some  of  the 
early  pieces  (i.e.,  numbers  2  and  5)  were  struck  with  engraved  dies  and  some  of 
the  later  with  cast  dies.  Others  (i.e.,  numbers  19,  20  and  21  as  they  exhibit  some 
of  the  characteristics  outlined  by  Bendall  in  the  B.A.N.S.  year  book,  p.  13) 
may  possibly  have  been  produced  by  pressure  casting,  but  in  view  of  the 
expense  of  this  method,  unlikely. 

Obv.  Fragmentary  inscription,  an  between  heads,  bust  of  Constans  on  left 
with  long  beard  wearing  helmet  with  cross  and  plume;  Constantine, 
beardless  on  right  wearing  crown  with  cross  on  circlet,  both  wearing 
chlamys ;  busts  almost  of  equal  size.

This  piece  (number  14)  and  number  la  are  the  most  recent  fabrications  at  the 
moment  of  writing  (19th  November,  1972).  The  first  a  few  months  before 
April  1971  and  the  second  (number  la)  within  the  last  six  months. 
Unfortunately,  this  issue  (number  14)  coincided  with  the  appearance  of  a  small 
(unpublished)  hoard  of  this  period  (a.d.  641  -668j  which  contained  a  number  of 
specimens  of  this  type.

Number  18  is  presumably  a  copy  of  the  rare  large  module  Sicilian  issue  (see 
ANS  MN  13,  1967,  p.  135  and  PI.

The  unreasoning  fear  with  which  many  people  view  Byzantine  gold  indicates 
nothing  but  a  lack  of  study  of  the  subject.  The  writer  recently  acquired  at  a  well 
known  London  Market  two  solidi  of  Justin  II  sold  to  him  as  forgeries.  Both  coins 
were  authentic  but  of  the  usual  poor  workmanship  of  this  emperor’s  coinage,  and 
came  nowhere  near  the  high  standard  of  the  Beirut  school.  To  the  uninformed,  the 
entire  coinage  of  Justin  II  and  many  other  emperors  could  be  condemned  as  false. 

All  coins  described  and  illustrated  are  without  doubt  false.  Initially,  when  the 
Beirut  forgeries  first  appeared  years  ago,  it  was  fashionable  to  automatically  condemn 
anything  that  one  was  unsure  of,  nearly  all  the  well  known  and  long  established 
institutions  and  firms  were  guilty  of  this.  If  however  going  to  the  opposite  extreme, 
it  is  felt  that  any  of  the  coins  illustrated  here  are  genuine,  the  writer  will  endeavour 
to  acquire  a  quantity  at  the  usual  wholesale  prices.  The  pieces  particularly  difficult 
to  obtain  are  some  of  the  early  forgeries,  number  2  and  5  and  those  thought  to  have 
originated  in  Athens,  or  Italy. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  list  will  go  some  way  towards  dispelling  fears  and  will  help 
to  keep  these  modern  reproductions  in  perspective,  and  that  at  some  future  date  it 
will  be  possible  to  list  the  late  Roman  gold  forgeries  and  of  course  any  “new  issues” 
in  the  Byzantine  series.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

“Ronokco”.  Recently,  while  reading  John  Barth’s  “The  Sot- weed  Factor”,  I  was 
reminded  of  some  correspondence  in  your  Bulletin  concerning  the  word  at  heading,  as  used 
in  the  reprint  of  A  Diatribe  of  Mony  or  Coyn  by  Edward  Leigh.  (See  the  letter  from  Mr.  J.  J. 
Pittman  in  the  Bulletin  of  December,  1971). 

The  word  is  clearly  an  alternative  spelling  of  Roanoke  (other  alternative  spellings :  sawronoke, 
roanoake,  roanoack,  roenoke)  which  is  given  in  the  O.E.D.  as  “an  inferior  kind  of  wampum 
made  and  used  by  the  natives  of  Virginia”.  The  word  comes  from  the  Powhatan  or  Virginian 
dialect  of  Algonquin.  Several  examples  of  its  use  are  cited;  I  give  two  below: 

1656  Stat.  Virginia  (1823)  /  397 — “Peeces  of  eight  that  are  good  and  of  silver  shall  pass  for 
five  shillings,  and  Roanoake  and  Wompompeeke  to  keep  their  wonted  value”. 

1672  Sir  W.  Talbot  Discov.J.  Lederer  27 — “Their  current  Coyn  of  small  shells,  which  they 
call  Roanoack  or  Peack”. 

The  use  of  K  before  C  in  the  spelling  at  heading  is  unusual  but  not  without  precedent 
(e.g.  okcorne,  an  obsolete  form  of  Oakum);  the  final  O  is  questionable  but  may  be  a  misprint 
for  small  e. — A.  L.  T.  McC amnion,  Zurich. 

An  Offa  Penny  from  Luton.  A  silver  coin  dug  up  in  a  garden  at  L.uton  has  been  identified 
as  a  1,200  year  old  penny.  It  was  struck  by  the  moneyer  Alhmund  during  the  reign  of  King 
Offa  of  Mercia,  around  760  a.d.  British  Museum  experts  describe  it  as  extremely  rare,  but  put 
no  specific  value  on  it. 

The  home  of  the  finder,  who  has  not  been  named,  is  on  the  route  of  the  ancient  Icknield 
Way.  An  inquest  will  be  held  to  decide  is  the  coin  is  treasure  trove. — Evening  News ,  17  July,  1973. 

The  Denton  (Norfolk)  Treasure  Trove.  Silver  sixpences  and  a  silver  shilling  totalling 
3s.  6d.,  found  in  a  ceiling  of  a  room  at  Pear  Tree  Farm,  Denton,  were  nearly  400  years  old 
and  may  once  have  been  a  man’s  savings,  a  Harleston  inquest  heard  yesterday.  Mr.  Timothy 
Clough,  assistant  keeper  of  archaeology  at  the  Castle  Museum,  Norwich,  explained  to  the 
inquest  that  when  the  coins  were  in  use,  3s.  6d.  would  have  bought  a  mattress  or  a  brass  pot. 
The  coins,  five  Elizabeth  I  sixpences  and  a  James  I  shilling,  ranged  in  date  from  1578  to  about 
1606,  he  said.  It  was  improbable  that  coins  of  such  close  date  range  could  have  accidentally 
fallen  through  the  floorboards  of  a  room. 

The  inquest  was  held  to  decide  whether  the  coins  had  been  hidden,  in  which  case  they 
could  be  claimed  as  “treasure  trove”  and  forfeited  to  the  Crown.  The  jury  decided  that  this

was  the  case.  If  they  had  decided  that  the  coins  had  been  lost  or  deliberately  thrown  away, 
the  man  who  found  them,  Mr.  Tervor  Wood,  may  have  been  entitled  to  keep  them. 

Mr.  Wood,  a  freelance  photographer,  of  Monk  Farm,  All  Saints,  Halesw'orth,  said  he  had 
bought  Pear  Tree  Farm  last  November  and  was  improving  it  before  he  and  his  wife  moved  in. 
On  March  6th  he  had  just  started  to  remove  plaster  from  the  ceiling  of  a  downstairs  room 
when  the  coins  fell  out.  He  later  took  them  to  the  Castle  Museum. — Eastern  Evening  Nezvs, 
13th  June,  1973. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


London  Num.  Club.  At  a  meeting  of  the  club  held 
on  the  9th  July,  Mr.  David  Sealy  gave  a  talk  on  the 
coinage  of  China  and  related  eastern  coinages. 

Most  Chinese  coins  are  in  fact  Cash  pieces.  Sur¬ 
prisingly  enough  the  word  “Cash”  is  itself  not  of 
Chinese  origin  but  was  first  used  by  the  Portuguese  in 
describing  Southern  Indian  copper  coins. 

Until  the  19th  century  all  the  coins  were  cast  in  brass 
or  copper.  The  first  Chinese  coins  vie  in  antiquity  with 
those  of  the  ancient  Greeks  and  were  minted  probably 
about  700  B.c.  Due  to  the  similarity  of  the  coins  and  the 
fact  that  with  the  exception  of  those  issued  by  the  Yuan 
(Mongol)  dynasty  it  was  not  the  practice  to  withdraw 
issues,  until  recently  it  was  possible  to  find  coins  of  great 
antiquity  still  in  circulation. 

The  inscription  usually  reads  from  top  to  bottom  and 
then  from  right  to  left.  The  left  hand  character  is 
usually  “Pao”  which  means  simply  coin.  When  coins 
are  dated  it  is  either  by  use  of  the  emperor’s  regnal  year 
or  by  use  of  a  year  cycle  which  repeated  itself  every 
60  years.  Most  coins  are  in  fact  undated.  The  emperor’s 
name  shown  on  the  coins  was  his  reign  name  and 
different  from  the  name  by  which  he  was  known  to 
history.  To  complicate  matters  sometimes  the  reign  name 
would  even  change  during  the  reign.  The  practice  of 
using  a  reign  name  is  still  in  use  in  Japan. 

Some  practices  of  the  Chinese  were  rather  curious. 
During  the  T’ang  Dynasty  a  wax  model  prototype  was 
submitted  to  the  empress  for  her  approval.  Inadvertently 
she  left  a  finger  mark  from  her  nail  on  it  and  the  coins 
were  all  minted  bearing  this  mark  on  them.  One  emperor 
Ch’ien  Lung  abdicated  after  a  reign  of  60  years  because 
he  did  not  want  his  reign  to  exceed  that  of  a  celebrated 
predecessor. 

The  Chinese  were  the  inventors  of  banknotes  perhaps 
as  early  as  1000  a.d.  A  hoard  of  14th  century  notes  was 
found  beneath  an  ancient  statue. 

Air.  Sealy  concluded  his  talk  by  describing  the  related 
coinages  of  Japan  and  Korea  and  mentioned  the  Chinese 
practice  of  copying  older  pieces  and  the  extensive  use  of 
Jettons  and  tokens  often  mistaken  for  coins.  He  exhi¬ 
bited  typical  examples  of  coins  and  a  number  of  books 
dealing  with  the  subject.
